Having botched^thS|a88ize< jj^ry,, co^fe^i^ 
proceedings at Cassiar and at lillooet ^« hnii.nl-fom 
it was not to be supposed that they 
could miss a glorious opportun- 
ity to botcii the Westminster special 
assize; so, at tho eleventh hour, they 
attempted an innovation. They issued 
a coramisssion to the learned judge 
who was to try -the^"caie3' in 
an irregular--form; and when re- 
monstrated with by the judges and 
told it might invalidate the trials they 
declared that "no commission is neces- 
sary" and cancelled tho commission al- 
ready issued !

At half-l>ast 8 o'clock on Friday even- 
ing tho U. S. revenue cutter Oliver Wol- 
cott, Capt. .Stodder, left port forClayquot 
Sound, having on hoard Dr. Powell, 
Superintendent of Indian affairs in this 
province, and Allan Francis, Esq., D. S. 
consul. The latter gentleinan' 'had" in 
charge a large quantity of suitat>Ie^ articles 
such as rico, hard bread, molasses and 
sugar, which ho had been instructed by 
his government to present to tho Clayquot 
Indiana as a mark of recognition for their 
braveconduct insavingthe lives of the crew 
of the American bark, GenendCobb,WTeck- 
edon the west cdakiib'lthiaislandin Jan Kary 
last. - At 1 o'clock. on Saturday morning 
tho Oliver "Wok-otl encountered a very 
dense fog off tho mouth of Jordan river 
and wa.s compelled to "slow down" and 
feel her way with great caution in the 
direction of lief destination. Soundings 
were taken every half-hour and the whistle 
wa.s blown atluteil^als pfj^llSjSijl^^^ 
Saturday afternoon being under "th*e im- 
proasioii that the vessel was off Clayquot 
Sound Capt. Stodder altered his course 
and stood in for tho shore. At 4 p.m., 
however, tlio.sound of breakers, apparently 
about 200 yards ahead, was heard. Orders 
were at once given to back out and tho 
ship stood off and on fcH*n«&ly an hour 
when tho fog commenced 'to lift and it 
was discovered tliat Clayquot Sound had 
been p.asaod. Tho vessel was therefore 
put about and was piloted by Capt. Wni. 
Gilbert to safe anchorage about a mile off 
the village on Claj'quot Sound. Soon 
after tho Wolcott's arrival she was sur 
rounded by a number .' of canoes 
containing Indians who conveyed the 
"muck-a-niuck" ashore and piled it 
up at tho chief's cabin, Mr. Fran- 
cis and Dr. Powell, accompanied by 
Capt. Stodder, then landed, a salute be- 
ing fired as thoy left the ship. On reach- 
ing tho chief's cabin they informed the 
Indians of the object of their mission, 
tolling them that tho "great father of the 
Boston men" had ordered the presents to 
bo given thorn for reicuing the shipwreck- 
ed men and for their kind treatment to 
them afterwards. The Indians, through 
an intnrpreter, expressed great satisfac- 
tion and from the manner in which they 
behaved themselves were evidently sin- 
cere in their language. The party then 
returned to tho cutter and at 8 o'clock on 
Saturday evening left for this port which 
was reached at 1 p.m. on Sunday, a voi-y 
pleasant run back Jiaving hpon exporienc- 
ed. IVfr. 'Francis'' and' Dr. Powell met 
witli e.vtreme courtesy at tho hands of 
Capt. Stodder and tlio officers of tb.e 
Wolcott, every effort being made to 
further tho object of tho mission and to 
provide for comfort during the voyage. 
It is gratifying to be enabled to chronicle 
the action of the United States in this 
matter as it is doubtless appreciated by 
tho Indians and will prove an incentive to 
them to render assistinco in cases where 
tho white man is comparatively powerless 
to assist himsalf. Yostorday Mr.-Francis 
was advised from Washington that tho 
government are having a gold medal pre- 
pared for preaentatfon to "Schewish," 
chief of tho Olayquots, in the natne of tho 
president of the United Stafesj it< fijrther 
recognition of these servioes.

Dr. John Calder of this city has receiv- 
ed advices from tho East of tho early ar- 
rival in this city of Mr. Charles S. - Sar- 
gent,- professor of arboriculture in Har- 
vard University. Mr. Sargent waa at tho 
head of the botanic- garden at Harvai-d 
and has recently been appointed to tako 
charge of tho' "whole matter of tho forests 
of North America, and with tho _ aid 
of several other distinguished botanists, 
will devote tho summer to a series of 
scientific explorations. He will begin by 
visiting Kansas to study tho tree distribu- 
tion cn the sastom edge of the prairio 
and plain region.:iThenlieJwiU'go through 
Colorado, and possibly New. Mexico, to 
examine on the spot the heavy timber in 
the canons of the western spur? of tho 
Rocky Mountains. That labor completed 
ho will proceed by rail and soa to Victoria, 
and thence southward through, Puget 
Souhd'to Portland, Oregon'; then south 
along the 'western flank of the" Cascade 
Mountains to Roseburc, Douglass County; 
Oregon, where tho party will mako their 
head-quarters for some time in order to 
exaraino the peculiar and little known 
forest vegetation of that region. Thenco 
south again to the Mt. Shasta country, in 
northern California, where so many of tho 
peculiar California trees woro first discov- 
ed by Douglass and Jeffrey. From a bo- 
tanical point of view the stay at -Rose- 
burg and in tho neighborhood of Shasta 
will probably be tho most interesting. On 
the way back from northern California 
the party will visit tho great forest of 
Sequoias, at tho head of tho Kern river in 
tho Bouthorn Sierias'. In^KahBas and 
Colorado Mr. Sargent will'De accompani- 
ed by Mr. Robert Douglass of Waukogan, 
and from Salt Lake westward by Dr. 
George Engelmann of St. Louis and Dr. 
Parry. The two latter, who are officially 
connected with tho investigation, will 
pass the next winter in southern Califor- 
nia, and return thenco by way of Arizona 
and New Mexico in tho spring, Mr. Se- 
reno Watson, who was the botanist at- 
tached to the survey of tho fortieth paral- 
lel under Mr. Clarence King, and is now 
Curator of tho Harvard herbarium, is also 
associated with Mr. Sargent, and is about 
to go to the nortliorn terminus of tho 
Utah Northern railroad in order to ox- ■ 
amine tho forest distribution in the region 
ht'tweou the 100th degree of longitude 
and tho eastern flank of the Cascade and 
-Rocky mountains, and from tho line of 
tho Northern Pacific Railroad north to 
tho Canadian boundary. Of tho wholo 
United States this is tho part whoso vege- 
table and forest pv-iductions aro least 
known, and tho d.^covories which Mr. 
Watson may be e.ipcotod to make will 
doubtless prove of great scientific and 
economical value, especially with refer- 
ence to the supplies of timber which may 
hereafter be derived from that vast re- 
gion. The Now York .S'lni directs public 
attention to tho whole subject, not merely 
on account of its intrinsic interest, but 
especially to invite for Mr. Sargent and 
his associates, in the long and laborious 
journeys they are about to undertake, tho 
friondly encouragement and aid.pf^the 
people among whom thoy go. They are 
eng.aged in a work of moment to the en- 
tire country, and wo trust that at Victoria 
tliey will meet with cordial cSperation 
and assistance.

The memorial of censure denouncing 
Chung and his treaty lias also been pub- 
lished, and it is exceedingly fejtter and 
pugnacious. Nothing has been done 
since last advices concerning Marquise 
Tsing's procRedings at St, Petersburg 
or tho fato of Chung. There is still 
hope that the latter'slifo will bu spared 
and an opportunity given for a partial 
rcatoraiion to rank and' power.

The precise errand' is concea'ed, but it 
is supposetl that a second Core»n visit 
is contemplated. Much vexation is 
caused among .Americans, ofSeial and 
private, by'^the proflor of a British 
naval force to support Snefoldt in the 
event of hostilities with Corea. The 
prepo.sal was declined courteously, not- 
withstanding its obvious selfish and 
disingenuous purpose.. England is now 
the only western country Aybose pro- 
ducts are sold through Japanese agen- 
cies in Corea. Her eagerness is great 
for extension of intercourse, but reluc- 
tant to lead any demonstration on her 
own account. * 

There are signs of cholera in various 
Bou'.hern- Japanese ports, but no appre- 
hension .of a general epcdemic this
